Fitciiburg  High  School  is  built  on  a  foundation  of  "purpose".  Its  mission 
involves  incorporating  basic  skills,  thinking  skills,  academic  skills  and 
content,  and  personal  and  social  skills.  Our  school's  foundation  is  made 
up  of  four  corners,  which  are  all  interconnected  in  one  way  or  another. 
One  represents  you,  the  students,  the  second  represents  your  parents  anc 
home  environment,  the  third  represents  school  personnel  and  the  fourth 
represents  your  peer  groups. 

You  represented  the  first  corner.  Within  this  corner  you  were  grouped  into 
four  types.  One  was  the  independent,  motivated  learner  who  participated 
in  a  wide  variety  of  co-curricular  activities. The  second  had  the  ability  to 
learn  but  for  some  reason  needed  to  be  motivated,  monitored,  needed 
support,  and  may  or  may  not  have  required  longer  learning  time. 

Some  of  you  had  the  ability  but  showed  little  or  no  interest  in  academics  or  co-curric- 
ular activities  and  made  up  the  third  type.  You  progressed  through  school  as  potentia 
dropouts,  but  luckily,  school,  community,  and  parents  intervened  cooperatively.  The 
fourth  type  were  those  of  you  who  were  limited  in  ability  for  whatever  reasons, 
needed  alternative  instruction,  and  needed  specific  and  prescribed  support  and 
supervision,  and  fortunately  received  all  necessary  resources. 


The  second  corner  represented  parents/guardians  and  the  home  environment.  This 
evidence  is  clear  -  the  more  parents/guardians  who  got  involved  in  your  school  life, 
the  greater  the  potential  you  had  to  academically  and  socially  achieve. 

The  third  corner  of  our  foundation  was  made  up  of  school  personnel,  particular/ 
school  administration,  faculty  and  the  high  school's  culture  or  climate.  We  were 
responsible  for  providing  an  atmosphere  that  was  orderly,  businesslike,  and  friendly. 
Our  mission  expected  you  to  achieve,  to  perform,  to  apply  skills  and  learn  content. 
Furthermore,  we  worked  together  to  develop  positive,  effective,  interpersonal  relatior 
ships. 

The  fourth  corner  of  our  foundation  consisted  of  your  peer  group. This  was  the  most 
unstable  corner  of  our  foundation,  only  because  its  emphasis  did  not  always  suppor 
academic  excellence.  Our  experience  showed  us  that  some  students  relished  in 
academic  recognition,  while  others  were  uncomfortable  when  recognized  for 
academic  achievement.  We  realize  this  foundation  corner  has  to  become  stronger  fo: 
our  culture  to  become  stronger. 


As  graduating  seniors,  1  hope  you  had  a  comfortable  stay  inside  the  friendly  walls  of 
FHS,  walls  that  were  supported  by  these  four  interconnected  foundation  corners. 
Some  corners  were  more  sturdy  than  others,  but  hopefully  the  rods  connecting  eacli 
foundation  section  enabled  the  whole  to  become  strong-promoting  motivation, 
providing  a  supportive  culture,  talented  teachers,  and  involved  parents.  Go  forth  with 
our  blessings  and  use  this  foundation  to  help  build  your  adult  lives  -  hopeflilly  full  of 
love,  success  and  happiness.
